On  Monday  rumors  of  a  “gun 
threat”  made  its  way  through  the 
grapevine  of  social  media  (Face- 
book  &  cell  phones)  and  had  some 
students  and  parents  anxious 
about  the  situation  at  the  JCHS.

Funding  Announced  for 
Kentucky  30  Road  Project 

More  than  $20.5  million  set  aside  to  construction  between 
Welchburg  Road  and  Tyner 

Representative  Marie  Rader,  R-McKee  (89th  District)  and  Senator 
Tom  Jensen,  R-London  (21st  District)  announced  today  that  $20.8  mil¬ 
lion  has  been  allotted  for  the  continuing  relocation  and  construction  of 
new  and  safer  Kentucky  30  in  Jackson  County.  The  money  is  part  of  the 
two-year  road  construction  funding  bill  that  passed  in  the  recent  2012 
Special  Session. 

“Eventually  Kentucky  30  will  serve  as  a  major  route  connecting  Inter¬ 
state  75  and  the  Mountain  Parkway,  with  Jackson  County  sitting  in  the 
middle  of  this  new  highway  connector,”  said  Rep.  Rader.  “Hopefully 
this  commerce  corridor  will  help  bring  new  businesses  and  new  jobs  to 
Jackson  County,  while  providing  a  safer  roadway  for  those  who  depend 
on  Kentucky  30  to  travel  to  and  from  work  or  their  doctor’s  office.”

velopment  and  making  our  Commonwealth  a  great  place 
to  live  and  work,”  said  Sen.  Jensen.  “I’m  pleased  to  have 
worked  with  Rep.  Rader  and  petitioning  the  Governor  and 
the  Kentucky  Transportation  Cabinet  to  prioritize  funding 
for  this  next  section  of  Kentucky  30.” 

The  $20.8  million,  which  is  set  aside  in  the  current  fiscal 
year  of  the  road  appropriations  plan  (FY12)  will  pay  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  section  of  Kentucky  30  from  three- 
tenths  of  a  mile  west  of  Welchburg  Road  east  to  U.S.  421 
near  Tyner.  The  money  is  designated  in  the  road  as  a  high 
priority  project  using  state  transportations  funds. 

In  addition  to  the  funding  for  the  Kentucky  30  project, 
$300,000  has  been  allotted  in  FY14  for  design  work  on  a 
new  bridge  on  U.S.  421  over  Pigeon  Roost  Creek  near  the 
intersection  with  Water  Street.

Acts  15:13-35,  Epistle  of  James  -  Part  3  of  3 


Saul  was  a  fervent  and  callous  man  when  it  came  to  fight 
ing  for  what  he  believed  in.  At  this  time,  Saul’s  obsessive 
mission  was  to  persecute  Christians  and  none  were  exempt 
from  the  fierce  vigor  he  put  into  it.  As  the  gospel  grew, 
persecution  grew;  so  leaving  Jerusalem  was  probably  the 
only  way  for  the  new  converts  to  stay  alive  if  they  were  to 
continue  to  claim  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  This  led  to  the  scat¬ 
tering  of  Christian  Jews  into  surrounding  territory. 

The  struggle  which  lay  ahead  would  yield  great  results 
though  not  recognizable  during  their  hard  trials.  Their  caring 
and  honest  mentor  infused  knowledge  in  them  concerning 
the  unified  way  of  Christianity,  and  how  it  can  only  be 
experienced  by  surrendering  to  the  Holy  Spirit  for  renew 
ing  of  our  mind  and  remolding  of  our  heart.  Some  Jewish 
Christians  tried  to  pull  Gentiles  into  the  bondage  of  their 
law  for  justification  of  unification,  because  their  established 
law  was  so  strongly  embedded  in  them.  Law-oriented  people 
are  not  quickly  transformed  into  Spirit-led  people.  If  a  false 
belief  is  rooted  deep  in  us,  it  normally  has  to  be  broken  and 
pulled  out  of  us  by  much  prayer  and  submission  to  God, 
through  His  Word  and  Holy  Spirit.  Even  the  great  Apostle 
Peter  got  caught  up  in  this  hypocrisy  of  being  double-minded 
instead  of  firmly  testifying  of  freedom  in  Christ.  Apostle 
Peter  eventually  learned,  and  widely  proclaimed,  spiritual 
maturity  is  attained  and  becomes  our  dominant  lifestyle 
only  by  being  selfless  and  allowing  the  Holy  Spirit  to  impart 
Godly  character  in  us  through  faith  testers  and  trials. 

Godly  traits  are  not  magical,  they  have  to  be  imparted 
and  formed  into  us.  The  more  we  yield  to  God,  obeying 
His  Word  and  Spirit,  the  quicker  and  less  painful  it  will  be 
to  get  to  the  place  where  we  are  sanctified  and  purified  for 
God’s  use.  Apostle  James  concluded  his  exhortation  with 
what  would  be  the  final  result  of  all  the  other  teachings  he 
had  encouraged  them  with;  to  come  together  in  spiritual 
unity  with  love  for  each  other,  admonishing  and  enduring 
in  the  love  of  God  until  the  coming  of  our  Lord.  As  with 
them,  it  takes  time  for  every  believer  to  mature  in  Jesus 
Christ;  however,  much  peace,  patience,  and  freedom  will 
be  produced  by  endured  trials.

Department  of  Highways  personnel  are  encountering  an  increased  number  of  campaign 
and  advertising  signs  on  the  right  of  way  of  state-maintained  routes. 

“This  is  a  matter  of  safety,”  said  Tom  Napier,  chief  district  engineer  for  the  Department 
of  Highways  District  11,  which  includes  Jackson,  Laurel,  Clay,  Leslie,  Whitley,  Knox,  Bell 
and  Harlan  counties. 

“These  signs  restrict  sight  distance  at  busy  intersections.  They  are  often  placed  in  the  ‘clear 
zone,’  which  is  the  recovery  zone  for  motorists  who  run  off  the  roadway.  Others  interfere 
with  our  maintenance  activities,”  Napier  said. 

Illegally-placed  signs  will  be  moved  to  the  state  highway  garage  in  each  county  and  kept 
for  two  weeks.  Owners  may  claim  them  by  showing  identification  and  completing  a  claim 
form.  Unclaimed  signs  will  be  discarded. 

“The  signs  will  be  removed  without  regard  to  whom  they  promote.  We  will  treat  all 
illegally-placed  signs  equally,”  Napier  said. 

Kentucky  law  and  Transportation  Cabinet  policy  prohibit  the  placement  of  political  or 
other  advertising  signs  on  state  right  of  way,  including  signs  attached  to  utility  poles  within 
the  state  right  of  way. 

“When  our  employees  remove  illegally-placed  signs,  they  are  simply  doing  their  jobs  as 
required  by  law  and  as  directed  by  the  Department  of  Highways,"  Napier  said.  "We  appreci¬ 
ate  the  public’s  understanding  and  cooperation.”

Share  Program  Announced 

The  Jackson  County  Conservation  District  will  be  accept¬ 
ing  requests  for  cost  share  funding  under  the  Kentucky  Soil 
Erosion  and  Water  Quality  Cost  Share  and  Environmental 
Stewardship  Program  beginning  May  14, 2012  and  extending 
through  June  15,  2012. 

The  Kentucky  Soil  Erosion  and  Water  Quality  Cost  Share 
Program  along  with  the  Environmental  Stewardship  Program 
are  created  to  help  agricultural  operations  protect  the  soil  and 
water  resources  of  Kentucky.  These  programs  were  established 
by  the  Kentucky  General  Assembly  in  the  1994  and  2000 
and  over  the  17  years  of  these  programs  approximately  $120 
million  has  been  approved  to  plan,  design  and  install  much 
needed  best  management  practices  on  approximately  14,200 
farms  to  protect  soil  resources  and  water  quality. 

These  annual  cost  share  funds  are  administered  by  conser¬ 
vation  districts  with  priority  given  to  animal  waste  related 
problems  and  agricultural  district  participants  where  pollution 
problems  have  been  identified.  Initial  funding  for  the  program 
will  be  provided  by  the  Kentucky  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  now  also  utilizes  the  Tobacco  Master  Settlement  Agree¬ 
ment  Funds. 

These  programs  are  administered  at  the  state  level  by  the 
Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Kentucky 
Division  of  Conservation,  located  in  Frankfort.  Applica¬ 
tions  are  ranked  statewide  and  approved  for  funding  based 
on  available  funds.

Prayer  Flight  Observes  National  Day  of  Prayer

The  National  Day  of 
Prayer  is  observed  on  the 
first  Thursday  in  May  of  each 
year.  This  year,  Thursday, 
May  3rd,  2012  has  been 
designated  as  America’s 
National  Day  of  Prayer.  The 
tradition  of  observing  a  day 
of  prayer  in  America  goes 
all  the  way  back  to  colonial 
times.  On  July  20,  1775  the 
Continental  Congress  is¬ 
sued  a  proclamation,  which 
recommended  a  day  of 
prayer.  Later,  President  John 
Adams  declared  that  May 
9,  1798  be  a  day  of  prayer 
for  our  country,  and  during 
the  Civil  War,  on  March  30, 
1863,  President  Lincoln  is¬ 
sued  a  proclamation,  which 
designated  April  30,  1863 
as  a  national  day  for  prayer. 
Finally,  President  Truman 
signed  a  bill  on  April  17th, 
1952,  which  proclaimed  that 
each  following  president 
must  declare  a  National 
Day  of  Prayer  on  a  date  of 
their  choosing.  The  law  was 
later  amended  in  1988  to 
designate  the  first  Thursday 
in  May  as  the  National  Day 
of  Prayer. 

Many  different  people  and 
groups  observe  the  National 
Day  of  Prayer  in  many  ways.

Flight.  To  mark  the  occasion 
PrayerFlight  attempts  to  cover 
the  country  in  prayer.  They  do 
this  by  getting  pilots  in  all  50 
states  to  fly  over  their  state’s 
capital  city  while  praying  for 
that  state.  PrayerFlight  began 
this  unique  way  of  observing 
the  National  Day  of  Prayer 
five  years  ago  in  2008,  and 
have  continued  it  every  year 
since  then. 

According  to  PrayerFlight, 
they  believe  their  participants  ’ 
perspective  in  flight  allows 
them  the  opportunity  to  see 
God’s  awesome  creation  and 
be  reminded  of  their  duty  to 
pray  for  their  country. 

To  be  able  to  coordinate  such 
a  large  undertaking  requires 
the  hard  work  and  dedica¬ 
tion  of  many  people.  In  order 
to  help  break  the  job  down 
somewhat,  PrayerFlight  has 
divided  the  country  into  ten 
regions.  Each  region  then  has 
a  regional  coordinator  that 
helps  to  pull  things  together. 
Kentucky  is  in  PrayerFlight ’s 
region  seven  along  with  West 
Virginia,  Virginia,  Maryland, 
and  Washington  D.C. 

So,  where  would  a  national 
organization  like  PrayerFlight 
get  their  regional  coordina¬ 
tors?

During  their  last  unit  in  Spanish  1-B,  forty  students  were 
able  to  successfully  prove  their  knowledge  of  the  content  by 
phoning  hotels  in  Spain  via  the  Skype®  telephone  feature  to 
obtain  general  information  about  the  hotel  (i.e.  costs  per  night, 
amenities,  location,  etc.).  Not  only  did  this  experience  grant 
them  the  opportunity  to  broaden  their  horizons  beyond  their 
immediate  environment,  but  it  also  allowed  them  to  speak 
in  the  target  language  via  telephone!  For  those  not  familiar 
with  conversing  in  a  second  language,  this  can  be  one  of  the 
most  difficult  tasks  of  all,  since  one  cannot  see  the  individual’s 
facial  gestures  when  conversing.  Additionally,  students  had  to 
adjust  to  different  time  zones  since  Spain  is  six  hours  ahead 
of  the  Eastern  Standard  Time  zone  in  the  United  States. 

The  assignment  required  students  to  complete  three  forma¬ 
tive  phone  calls,  with  notes,  and  one  summative  phone  call, 
without  notes.

Celebration  of  Pi 


Jackson  County  Middle  School  celebrated  Pi  Day  on  March 
14th.  We  celebrated  Pi  on  that  day  because  the  digits  3,  1, 
and  4  are  the  most  recognized  part  of  Pi.  Pi  is  the  ratio  of 
circle’s  circumference  to  its  diameter.  This  ratio  forms  a 
decimal  that  does  not  terminate  and  does  not  repeat;  therefore, 
the  digits  of  Pi  continue  into  infinity  in  no  particular  pattern. 
The  truncated  version  of  Pi,  which  is  3.14,  is  used  in  most 
mathematical  computations. 

Students  at  JCMS  were  asked  to  memorize  as  many  digits 
of  Pi  as  they  could.  Students  had  two  weeks  to  prepare  for  the 
competition,  and  on  March  14th,  over  30  students  competed 
to  see  who  had  memorized  the  most  digits.  Winning  students 
were  treated  to  a  lunch  of  pizza  and  pie.  The  top  ten  students 
are  pictured  below,  and  their  results  are  listed  in  the  table.
